» Cocaine

Very little cocaine is sold in San Jose. A kilogram of cocaine sells for $15,500-
$18,500 with purity levels ranging from 65% to 89%.%

» Heroin
Mexican black tar heroin is available in the San Jose area. A kilogram of heroin sells
for $15,000-$17,500 with purity levels ranging from 17% to 41%.%

» Marijuana
Domestic marijuana ranges in price from $4,000 to $6,000/pound while Mexican
marijuana ranges from $400 to $600/pound.?*
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» Methamphetamine
Methamphetamine is readily available in San Jose. A pound of methamphetamine
sells for $4,000-$5,500 and purity levels range from 29% to 34%. Mexican national
criminal groups produce the majority of methamphetmaine consumed in the San Jose
area through the operation of superlabs.?

» Club Drugs
MDMA and GHB are popular in the San Jose area.”®
